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Nearly 1,000 more pupils are en- 
rolled in San Bernardino County’s 
high schools for the 1922-1923 term 
than last year, according to statistics 


compiled yesterday by Ida M. Col- 
lins, county superintendent of 
schools. 

In the nine high schools in the 


county, there are 3,415 students, the 
daily attendance records for the first 
three months of the school year 
show. Last year the highest daily 
attendance of the year totalled 2,879 
pupils. 

Chaffey Leads County + 

The increase in the number of 
students in the higher classes is 
directly due to the growth of the 
county’s population and to the im- 
proved educational facilities in the 
various institutions, Miss Collins said. 

Chaffey Union High School, serv- 
ing the Ontario, Upland, Etiwanda, 
Cucamonga and other districts, gain- 
ed 468 pupils this year, the attend- 
ance records show, with San Ber- 
nardino ranking a close second with 
an increase of 427 pupils. Redlands 
gained 101 students. 

The statistics do not include the 
night school enrollments. During 
recent years the number of students 
at the night schools has increased 
rapidly in all districts. In Needles, 
where an average daily attendance 
of 45 in the high school is reported, 
there are nearly 400 pupils enrolled 
in the night school, the registration 


comprising railway workers prin- 
cipally. 
Expect More Gains 
The enrollment in all the high 


schools in the county will increase 
several hundred before the close 
of the school year.

If you own a dog, be he or she 
big or little, he or she must ‘have 
a shot in the arm to longer reside 
this side of dog heaven. 

State and county authorities have 
passed the edict that unless your 
dog is treated with a serum to pre- 
vent infection with rabies he must 
pass on to another world from which 
no dog has as yet returned. 

The serum to carry out this work 
“runs into real money,” according 
to the county veterinarian, and City 
Health Officer E. R. Bowman is in 
charge of the work in Upland, un- 
der the direction of county health 
authorities. 

Different size “shots’’ are required 
for different size canines, and folks 
with vest-pocket editions of doghood 
get off much lighter than those who 
own a dog the size of a Shetland 
pony. Veterinaries will issue you a

this tag must be fastened to your 
dog’s collar.

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LATVIANS 

N any description of the new European 

republic, Latvia, two new words are 

likely to be encountered whose meaning 

must be known to gain a proper under- 
standing of its development. One of these 
words is ‘‘Balt’’ and the other ‘‘Literaten.’’ 
The former does not refer; as might be ex- 
to any indigenous resident of the 
one-time Baltic Provinces of Russia, but to 
just the opposite, for a ‘‘Balt’’ is a non-Lett 
descendant of the Brethern of the Sword, an 
aptly named band of German missionary 
merchants who settled along the Gulf of Riga- 
near the present Latvian capital, Riga, and 
tried to convert perforce the Letts among 
whom they found themselves. The other word 
applies to that group of professional men— 
writers, artists, and others, which lies between 
the alien noblemen on’the one hand and the 
native farmers and laborers on the other, This 
class is further distinguished from the in- 
telligentsia, for as that word is generally 
used it connotes something of a reforming and 
radical sense, but the Latvian ‘‘Literaten’’ 
Lave become the conservators of literature, 
art, music, and the ideals of political inde- 
pendence, rather than reformers in any of 
these fields. 
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Women As Jurors 


HE period during which women have 
‘T served on juries has been too short for 
the drawing of conclusions as to the 
comparative value of their judgment. 
Assuredly there has been nothing to show 
that the change has particularly promoted 
justice, or appreciably affected the standard 
cf mentality permitted in the jury box. It 
is difficult to see how, under the restrictions 
permitted, by the courts, it would be possible 
to procure a good jury; that is to say, a jury 
rising to the level of the average commiftnity 
intelligence. This phase of the matter has 
nothing to do with the question of sex. 

Recently a woman was on trial for murder 
and believed then as now to be guilty as 
charged. She was a fairly good looking 
woman, young, and the mistress of a winning 
smile. The women on the jury wanted to 
convict her of murder in the first degree. 
It was owing alone to the male members that 
a compromise had to be arranged in order 
to avoid disagreement. But had the defendant 
been a man, there are a number of precedents 
for believing that the salvation of his neck 
would have been due to women, and that the 
masculine element of the jury would have 
been ready to send him to the gallows. 

The other day a man charged with some 
minor offense appeared before the committing 
judge not only with a demand for a jury 
trial, but that the jury be composed of 
women. He was a smooth individual, fashion- 
wbly arrayed, evidently regarding himself as 
of the irresistible type of masculinity. It 
would be interesting to know where he got 
the notion that suggested his course.—Santa 
Ana News. 
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A New~Chapter In War 


HE army air service at Washington an- 

nounces that the new pilotless army 

airplane, equipped with an automatic 

control device, has been developed to a 

point where it made successful flights 
of more than ninety miles, 

This is interesting, and provokes thought.

-It means that an airplane, loaded with deadly 


bombs, can be sent out with nobody aboard, 
steered to a desired point, and its bombs drop- 
ped with deadly accuracy. 

This is a great improvement, and will make 
war highly efficient than it ever was 
before. One defeet of bombing planes has 
been the lack of aeeuraey in dropping bombs. 
‘the man operating it could easily fly over a 
city and drop bombs: but the bombs might fall 
a long way from the spot he wished to hit. 

But the pilotless airplane, operated mechan- 
ically from a safe distance, can do much bet- 
ter. .Its bombs ean be dropped at will, and 
with great accuracy. A fleet of these planes, 
loaded with gas bombs, can be herded over 
an enemy eapital and the bombs distributed 
exactly where they will do the most harm. 

With deadly Lewisite gas, an American in- 
yention, in ‘these bombs, an 
enemy city can be wiped out in a night. In

the morning there will not be left alive a 
single man, woman, child, dog, eat, mouse 
or blade of grass. This gives the business 


of killing great efficiency.

Slaughter On The Highways 


HE census reports that in 1921 there 
| were killed by motor vehicles in this 
country, 10:168 persons in the registra- 


tion area, which includes eighty-two 
cent of the population. It is fair to 
assume the same average in the not 
reporting. Thus it appears that 
thousand human lives were destroyed by auto- 
mobiles and motor trucks in the United States 
in 1921. : 

Each day thirty-three persons are killed. 
That number was killed yesterday, is killed 
today, and will be killed tomorrow, and so on, 
day after day until a cure is found and 
applied. Figures are not given out showing 
the total of those who are maimed in auto- 
mobile accidents, but it is many times greater 
than the death roll. 

It would be interesting, albeit appalling, to

accidents created, but it is easily within 
bounds to say that there were seventy-five 


hundred of them. This is figured on the 


moderate assumption that ‘five thousand of 
the thirteen thousand victims were parents. 

A striking percentage of the death roll is 

iose who by reckless driving kill them- 
selves. These are the ones who pit their 
machines against railroad engines, who ignore 
dangerous curves and who speed their ma- 
chines to the limit. It would be bad if they 
only killed themselves, but how many inno- 
cents they put to ‘death. 

There is, too, the man who is skillful to 
protect himself and usually does so. He is a 
master at his wheel. He takes no chances for 
himself. He knows what his machine ean do. 
This fellow’s caution is purely selfish. He 
takes no heed of the lame, tHe sick the deaf, 
the halt, the blind, the infant or the aged. 
He kills them and whirls merrily along with 
untroubled conscience. He has no conscience. 
He is a killer. 

It is terrible when the fool or the killer is 
ut the wheel on the roads. He leaves a trail of 
desolation. His machine becomes an instru- 
ment of death. 

People will ery out for laws and penalties 
to curb this-evil. There are laws in plenty 
now. More will be enacted. But of what 
use are they when not enforced, when public 
officers break them and set a bad example? 
Still the effort for legal control must con- 
tinue until suecess is gained. 

Kasily nine-tenths-of these lives would have 
been preserved by the exercise of care. At 
least that percentage is due to some form of 
recklessness. This appalling fact indicates the 
necessity of a changed and improved mental 
attitude. Self-control, caution, respect for the 
rights of others must be developed by persis- 
tent teaching, and the teachers must set a good 
example.—Hemet News.

citrus ‘fruit crop wil! 
total 45,000 cars, 25,000 of which wilt 


be handled on the Union Pacific and 
Santa Fe lines, according to sta- 
tictics compiled by Santa Fe traffic 
officials. 

Barring freezing weather, the crop 
for the coming season will be ap- 
proximately 65 per cent, the traffic 
survey shows. A normal crop would 
total 60,000 cars. 

The 25,000 cars, 
handled, will mean 
business and give employment to 
hundreds of railway workers, par- 
ticularly train, engine and yardmen, 
as well as employes in the shops 
where equipment to handle the citrus 
fruit movement is being repaired.

eral W. S Kingsburp at the State 
Capitol, Sacramento, Tuesday, Jan- 
uary 2, 1923, at ten a.m. 
State scrip is the cheapest land 
scrip on the market today. 

Scrip can be purchased only by 
citizens of the United States who 
are residents of the State of Cali- 
fornia, and can be located on any 
vacant non-mineral unreserved Unit- 
ed States government land in. Cali- 
fornia. 

Homestead and desert land entry- 
men can _ relinquish their entries 
through the Surveyor-General’s office 
and acquire title to the land by the 
purchase of scrip, provided the land 
is not withdrawn by the Federal Gov- 
ernment for public purposes prior to 
the date the land is scripped. The 
applicant need not live on or tm- 
prove the land. 

State scrip is not transferable. 

Scrip is sold in forty-acre lots for 
cash, personal checks received, but 
no purchaser can buy more than 640 
acres, and thé surrender of the scrip 
is payment for an equal acreage of 
government land. 

At the last auctign sale of State 
scrip the price received averaged 
$6.93 per acre. 

All money received from the sale 
of State scrip goes to the suppart 
of the public schools of the State.

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DELAY TRAFFIC BY LAW 








PARIS.—As a protest against the 
decree modifying the eight-hour law 
French railway workers have decided 
upon a unique form of strike, which 
the railway companies are powerless 
to combat. The scheme is simply to 
obey all existing regulations to the 
letter. The leaders expect this to 
effectively cripple traffic without in- 
curring legal responsibility. For in- 
stance, the regulations forbid men 
going between cars to couple while 
in motion.

On Hawaiian Islands 

That the western frontier of Amer- 
ica, in Michigan when he was a 
hoy, and pushed ever forward until 
it came to California, has now been 
carried to the Hawaiian Islands, 
which he described as the Paradise 
of the Pacific, was one of the inter- 
esting thoughts propounded by F. L. 
Kern of the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce in a highly entertain- 
ing address before members of. the 
Ontario Chamber of Commerce in 
weekly forum luncheon meeting at 
the Hotpoint Club Tuesday after- 
noon. 

The speaker returned only recent- 
ly from Hawaii, where he spent a 
year. His entire collection of curios 
and photographs went down with the 
ill-fated City of Honolulu. 

While in Hawaii, Mr. Kern visited 
five of the eight inhabited islands of 
the group. He stated that in a pop- 
ulation of 155,000 re represented 27 
nationalities. Japanese are in the 
vast majority, there being 109,000, 
The white population numbers about 
19,000 and the native Hawaiians 
23,000. He declared that when Cap- 
tain Cook discovered the islands in 
1778, he estimated the population’ at 
400,000 and that there ig reason to 
believe that he was right. 

The speaker told briefly of the 
climate of the islands, declaring that 
for the year he was there the min- 
imum temperature reached was 64 
and the maximum 87 degrees. The 
trade winds, carrying away malaria 
germs and otherwise purifying the 
atmosphere, make life there not only. 
possible, but pleasant. 

The total area of the islands the 
speaker compared in size to the 
state of New Jersey. He told of 
the abundance and brilliance of the 
vegetation and touched briefly on 
the various industries, coffee, pine- 
apples, bananas, avocados, tobacco, 
rice and many others ‘of lesser im- 
portance. 

The speaker told briefly. of the 
leper colony and of some wonder- 
ful cures that have been effected 
through a new discovery, and refer- 
red also to the coral reefs, the vol- 
canos and the many myths and leg- 
ends of the people.

morning and, according to trainmen, 
appeared to be in the best of: health. 
Makes Up Time 

the desert and through 
Cajon Pass the engineer beat the 
running schedule, even making up 
nearly 80 minutes of lost time. In 
Los Angeles Mr. Hughes piloted his 
locomotive to the roundhouse and, 
with a friendly farewell to his fire- 
man, left for home. 

Mr. Hughes was at his home but 
a few minutes before he slipped 
from a chair—dead. He had talked 
with members of his family and was 
preparing to retire when suddenly 
stiicken. Physicians said death was 
due to heart failure. 

As if by fate, death waited until 
the engineer, in whose hands the 
lives of 200 or more passengers were 
as he gripped the throttle and sped 
toward Los Angeles, reached home 
before taking its toil.

ed transcontinental passenger trains 
out of that city to Barstow, doubling 
back home the following day. 

A general wave of grief swept over 
the Los Angeles division yesterday 
as the news of Mr. Hughes’ death 
was passed by train and enginemen.
